GRAVEL TRUCK 
CRUSHES MEN 


IN CUCAMONGA 





J. A. Sims, 58, 720 East H 
street, Ontario, and Herbert Fa- 
vinger, 26, whose home address 
in Nebraska is unknown, both 
employed by the Lucas Ranching 
company, 1071 South Archibald 
avenue, Cucamonga, were killed 
this morning when a truck and 
trailer loaded with gravel over- 
turned, crushing them in their 
light car as they were about to 
turn in at the ranch at 6:30 this 
morning. 

The elder man, it is reported, 
was killed instantly, while Fa- 
vinger, severely crushed, survived 
about two hours. He died upon 
arrival at San Antonio Commu- 
nity hospital at 8:30 am., it 
having taken over an hour and 


a half to remove him from the | 


tangled wreckage. 

George E. Throop, Campus Au- 
to Court, Upland, driver of the 
gravel company truck escaped un- 
injured except for a slignt scratch, 
it is said. 

Mr. Sims, driver of the fatal 
car, it is said, had stopped to give 
Favinger a lift with his belong- 
ings which he was moving from 
Cucamonga to the Lucas ranch 
this morning. Proceeding south 
on Archibald avenue, the two men 
were traveling just ahead of the 
gravel truck, it is reported 
Captain Frank Freeman of the 
California Highway Patrol, who 
investigated the accident. 

As they neared the Lucas ranch 
entrance, they are reported to 
have slowed suddenly as they 
turned left into the ranch just 
as a north bound car cleared the 
drive, The truck driver is repor® 
ed to have swerved hig vehicle to 
avoid ramming them, but in so 
doing, the truck bumper caught 
the smaller, lighter car, swung 
it around back against the side 
of the truck and trafler as the 
two heavily loaded vehicles beyond 
control turned over crushing the 
small car and its two occupants 
against the curb under tons of 
rock and machines. 

Bodies of the two men were 
brought to Draper’s Upland chap- 
el, where an inquest is scheduled 
to be held tomorrow at 3 p.m. 

Mr. Sims is survived by his 


widow, four daughters * nd two 
gongs, the children being: Mrs. 
Harold Steinmeyer and Mrs. 


Maude Rozelle, both of Ontario; 
Miss Avo Lou Simms and Joseph 
Sims, the latter two living at 
home; Mrs. George Briggs, Exe- 
ter, California and Oral Lee 
Sims, who is in the U. S. Army.

in Upland totals $4,780,350, an 


| increase of $54,180 over a year 
ago.

County Assessor Max A. Cran- 


| mer today revealed the totals of 
the assessment rolls fcr the coun- 


ty and for the various municipali- 
ties. Total valuation in the coun- 
ty is $106,016,920, an increase of 
$2,782,620. These totals are ex- 
elusive of the public utility valua- 
tions, which are estimated by the 
state board of equalization. 

Today’s figures do not include 
the improvements being made by 
the Kaiser Co. A year from now, 
however, the $50,000,000 improve- 
ments east of here will add con- 
siderably to the total.

valuation assessments due to in- 
crease building activity. 

Generally speaking valuation 
of land was decreased as was al- 
so the valuation of citrus trees. 

The assessment figures will be 
submitted to the county super- 
visors who will serve as a board 
of equalization, beginning Mon- 
day and continuing as such until 
July 20. Any person wishing to 
discuss the valuations of their 
property may confer with the 
board of equalization. 

When the assessed valuation is 
officially determined and_ the 
county budget officially adopted, 
the county supervisors will fix 
the tax rate. Likewise, the Up- 
land council can fix the local tax 
rate when the agsessed valuation 
figures become official.

In addition, all car oc- 
cupants who smoke will be given 
red fag bags in which they will 
be required to carry thetr cigar- 
ettes or smoking materials at all 
times while in the national forest, 
as a reminder to be careful with 
fire. 

Smoking restrictions in the 
forest area also confine smoking 
to public camps or 
areas only. 


Additional national forest pro- | 


tective measures require that aft- 
er entering San Antonio canyon | 
cars shall not stop anywhere 
along the road before reaching 
Camp Baldy or the adjacent na- 
tional forest camp grounds, Pen- 
alty for stopping along this sec- 
tion of the canyon road is a $500 
fine or three years imprisonment, 
or both. 

These regulations are not for 
the purpose of restricting enjoy- 
ment of the forests, but rather 
to protect the forests as well as 
the public who use them, it is 
pointed out by Ranger Reed. He 
said that rangers are instructed 
to enforce the regulations strict- 
ly and not to be lenient.
